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Change in Audit Policy Effective Fall 2002 


You may register to “audit” a class if you 
do not wish to receive credit for a course, 
however, some students wishing to audit a 
course must wait until Monday of the first 
week of the academic term to register. Au- 
diting students pay the same tuition and 
fees as credit students. 


You will also need to obtain instructor 
permission to audit a class. The instructor 
must initial your registration or add/drop 
form. Instructors accepting auditors may 
expect those students to meet the same 
course requirements as credit seeking stu- 
dents. These requirements will be made 
clear on course handouts. Auditors not 
meeting these requirements may be ad- 
ministratively withdrawn from the course at 
any time during the academic quarter. 


To register to audit a course, simply Cir- 
cle the CRN number on your registration 
form, write AU in the CR/AU column, and 
tell the person at the registration desk you 
would like to audit a class. To change from 
audit to credit, you must complete a sched- 
ule change form. On the “add” section, list 
the course again, but circle the course 
number. Changing from audit to credit 
must be completed by Friday of the 7th 
week of the term.
